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INTRODUCTION 


E  general  Efteem  that  Travellers  bave  for  Things  that  are  Foreign,  is  in 
nothing  more  confpkuous  than  with  Regard  to  Building.  We  travel,  for  the 
moft  fart,  at  an  Age  more  apt  to  be  impojed  upon  by  the  Ignorance  or  Par- 
tiality of  others,  than  to  judge  truly  of  the  Merit  of  Things  by  the  Strength 
of  Reafon.  lis  owing  to  this  Miftake  in  Education,  that  fo  many  of  the 
Britiih  Quality  have  fo  mean  an  Opinion  of  what  is  performed  in  our  own 
Country  ;  tho,  perhaps,  in  moji  we  equal,  and  in  fome  Things  we  furpafs,  ou?  Neighbours, 

I  have  therefore  judged,  it  would  not  be  improper  to  publijh  this  ColleBion,  which  will  admit  of 
a  fair  Comparifon  with  the  befi  of  the  Moderns.  As  to  the  Antiques,  they  are  out  of  the  Queftion  ; 
and,  indeed,  the  Italians  themfelves  have  now  no  better  Claim  to  them  than  they  have  to  the 
Purity  of  the  Latin. 

We  muft,  in  Juftice,  acknowledge  very  great  Obligations  to  thofe  Refiorers  of  Architecture, 
which  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Centurys  produced  in  Italy.  Bramante,  Barbaro,  Sanfovino, 
Sangallo,  Michael  Angelo,  Raphael  Urbin,  Julio  Romano,  Serglio,  Labaco,  Scamozzi,  and 
many  others,  who  have  greatly  helped  to  raife  this  Noble  Art  from  the  Ruins  of  Barbarity  :  But 
above  all,  the  great  Palladio,  who  has  exceeded  all  that  were  gone  before  him,  and  furpafs  d  his 
Contemporaries,  whofe  ingenious  Labours  will  eclipfe  mmy,  and  rival  moft  of  the  Ancients.  And 
indeed,  this  excellent  Architect  ferns  to  have  arrived  to  a  Ne  plus  ultra  of  his  Art.  With 
him  the  great  Manner  and  exquifite  Tafie  of  Building  is  loft  ;  for  the  kalians  can  no  more  now 
relifh  the  Antique  Simplicity,  but  are  entirely  employed  in  capricious  Ornaments,  which  muft  at  laft 
end  in  the  Gothick. 


For  Proof  of  this  Affertion,  I  appeal  to  the  Produtlions  of  the  laft  Century  :  How  afetled  and 
licentious  are  the  Works  of  Bernini  and  Fontana  ?  How  wildly  Extravagant  are  the  Vejîgns  of 
Boromini,  who  has  endeavoured  to  debauch  Mankind  with  his  odd  and  chimerical  Beauties,  where  the 
Parts  are  without  Proportion,  Solids  without  their  true  Bearing,  Heaps  of  Materials  without  Strength^ 
excejfive  Ornaments  without  Grace,  and  the  Whole  without  Symmetry  ?  And  what  can  be  a  ftronger 
Argument,  that  this  excellent  Art  is  near  loft  in  that  Country,  where  fuch  Abfurdities  meet  with 
Applaufe  ? 
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It  is  then  with  the  Renowned  Palladio  we  enter  the  Lifts,  to  whom  we  oppofe  the  Famous  Inigct 
Jones  :  Let  the  Banquetting-houfe,  thofe  excellent  Pieces  at  Greenwich,  with  many  other  Things 
of  this  great  Mafter,  be  carefully  examined,  and  I  doubt  not  but  an  impartial  Judge  will  find  in  them 
all  the  Regularity  of  the  former,  with  an  Addition  of  Beauty  and  Majefty,  in  which  our  Architect 
is  efteemed  to  have  out- done  all  that  went  before  ;  and  when  thofe  Defigns  he  gave  for  White* 
hall,  are  publifhed,  which  I  intend  in  the  Second  Volume,  I  believe  all  Mankind  will  agree  with 
me,  that  there  is  no  Palace  in  the  World  to  rival  it. 

And  here  I  cannot  but  refletl  on  the  Happinefs  of  the  Britifh  Nation,  that  at  prefent  abounds 
with  fo  many  learned  and  ingenious  Gentlemen,  as  Sir  Chriftopher  Wren,  Sir  William  Bruce, 
Sir  John  Vanbrugh,  Mr.  Archer,  Mr.  Wren,  Mr.  Wynne,  Mr.  Talman,  Mr.  Hawkfmore, 
Mr.  James,  &c.  who  have  all  greatly  contributed  to  adorn  our  I/land  with  their  curious  Labours, 
and  are  daily  embellifhing  it  more. 

I  hope,  therefore,  the  Reader  will  be  agreeably  entertained  in  viewing  what  I  have  colle&ed  with 
fo  much  Labour.  All  the  Drawings  are  either  taken  from  the  Buildings  themfelves,  or  the  original 
Dejïgns  of  the  Architects,  who  have  very  much  ajjifted  me  in  advancing  this  Work  :  And  I  cariy 
with  great  Sincerity,  affure  the  Publick^  That  I  have  ufed  the  utmoft  Care  to  render  it  acceptable  -? 
and  that  nothing  might  be  Wanting,  I  have  given  the  following  Explanation  to  each  Figure. 
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The  Firft  Volume. 
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S.  PaulV  Church,  London,  p.  j,  4. 


HIS  Noble  Fabrick  was  begun  by 
Sir  Chrijlopher  Wren>  Anno  1672,  and 
happily  finifhed  by  him,  17 10.  I 
have  made  two  Plates,  the  Plan  and 
Weft  Front  ;  and  did  intend  the  Se- 
ction, but  was  prevented  by  the  Ar- 
chitect, who  propofed  to  publiCh  it 
fiimfelf.  I  have  omitted  the  Rufticks  and  fluting  the 
Columns  in  both  Orders,  to  avoid  the  Confufion  of  fo 
many  Lines  in  fo  fmall  a  Scale.  Here  is  a  Ruftick  Bafe- 
ment  that  carries  two  entire  Orders,  the  firft  is  Corin- 
thian, 4  Foot  in  Diameter,  with  a  plain  Entablature  ; 
there  is  an  Arcade  all  round  the  Building,  that  ferves  for 
Lights  :  The  fécond  Order  is  Compofite,  proportion- 
ably  diminifhed  with  regard  to  the  Inferior  ;  here  a 
very  rich  Tabernacle  reigns  throughout  the  whole 
Jnter-Columnations,  very  like  that  excellent  Mo- 
del in  the  Rotundo  at  Rome,  but  with  this  difference, 
that  in  this  the  Pedeftal  is  pierced,  to  give  Light.  A 
more  particular  Account  is  to  be  taken  from  the  Defign 
by  the  Scale  and  Compafs,  which  would  be  too  tedious 
in  this  Introduction.  The  whole  Fabrick  is  performed 
in  Stone,  by  thofe  excellent  and  judicious  Artifts,  Mr. 
Edward  Strong,  Senior  and  '"junior,  whofe  confummate 
Knowledge  in  their  Profeflion,  has  greatly  contributed 
to  adorn  the  Kingdom  ;  and  it's  beyond  Exception,  that 
this  is  the  fécond  Church  in  the  World. 

S.  Peter'/  at  Rome,  p.  5,  6,  7. 

I Thought  it  would  not  be  improper  to  prefent  the 
Curious  with  the  Plan,  Elevation,  and  Section  of 
this  Majeftick  Building  ;  and  the  more  that  I  dare  fafe- 
ly  aver,  that  it's  the  moft  correct,  with  refpect  to  the 
Truth  of  Architecture,  or  Cleannefs  of  Engraving,  that 
was  ever  publifhed  ;  and  the  Reader  may  have  the  Sa- 
tisfaction to  view  both,  reduced  to  Britifh  Meafure. 
The  Criticks  generally  condemn  the  exceflive  Height  of 
the  Attick,  which  they  confine  to  a  third  of  the  infe- 
riour  Column.  That  the  Pediment,  fupported  by  a 
Tetraftyle,  is  mean  for  fo  great  a  Front,  which  at  leaft 
would  demand  an  Hexaftyle;  that  the.  Breaks  are  tri- 
fling, and  the  Parts  without  any  Proportion  ;  that  the 
great  Body  of  the  Church,  projected  by  Carlo  Maderno, 
has  extreamly  injured  the  Auguft  Appearance  of  the 
Cupola,  which  is  very  much  loit  by  being  removed  fo 


far  from  the  Eaft  Front,  contrary  to  Michael  Angelo\ 
Defign,  who  conformed  the  whole  Plan  to  a  Square, 
wherein  he  defcribed  a  Grecian  Crofs.  But  all  agree, 
that  the  Width  is  noble,  and  the  Cupola  admirable: 
It  was  begun  Anno  1513,  and  finilhed  1640. 

A  new  Deftgnfor  a  Church  in  Lincolns-Inn  Fields,  p.  8, 9. 

THIS  Defign  I  made,  at  the  Defire  of  fome  Per- 
fons  of  Quality  and  Diftinction,  when  it  was 
propofed  to  have  a  Church  in  the  Noble  Square.  The 
Plan  is  reduced  to  a  Square  and  Circle  in  the  Middle, 
which,  in  my  weak  Opinion,  are  the  moft  perfect 
Figures.  In  the  Front  I  have  removed  the  Angular 
Towers,  at  fuch  a  diftance,  that  the  great  Cupola  is 
without  any  Ambarafs  :  Here  is  a  regular  Hexaftyle 
that  commands  the  Front,  which,  with  the  other 
Parts,  are  all  in  certain  Meafures  of  Proportion.  I 
have  introduced  but  one  fingle  Corinthian  Order,  fup- 
ported by  a  full  Baiement,  and  finifhed  with  an  At- 
tick  and  Balluftrade.  The  Cupola  is  adorned  with  a 
fingle  Colonade  of  detached  Columns  ;  the  whole  is 
drefs'd  very  plain,  as  moft  proper  for  the  fulphurous 
Air  of  the  City,  and,  indeed,  moft  conformable  to  the 
Simplicity  of  the  Ancients.   Done  Anno  1712. 

«S.  PhilipV  Church  at  Birmingham,  p.  10,  11. 

\  HIS  Church  is  defigned  by  the  ingenious  Mr. 
J.     Archer  ;  and  is  juftly  efteemed  a  very  beauti- 
ful Structure.    Anno  1710. 

The  BanquettingHoufe  at  Whitehall,  p.  1 2,  13. 

THIS  incomparable  Piece  was  defigned  by  the 
immortal  Jones,  as  one  Pavilion  for  that  admi- 
rable Model  he  gave  for  a  Royal  Palace  ;  and  if  this 
Specimen  has  juftly  commanded  the  Admiration  of 
Mankind,  what  mult  the  finifhed  Pile  have  produced  ? 
I  hope  Britain  will  ftill  have  the  Glory  to  acomplifh 
it,  which  will  as  far  exceed  all  the  Palaces  of  the  Uni- 
verfe,  as  the  Valour  of  our  Troops  and  Conduct  of 
our  Generals  have  furpaffed  all  others.  Here  our  ex- 
cellent Architect  has  introduced  Strength  with  Polite- 
nefs,  Ornament  with  Simplicity,  Beauty  with  Maje- 
fly  :  It  is,  without  Difpute,  the  firft  Room  in  the 
World,  and  was  built  Anno  iêïê.

The  Queen'*  Houfe  at  Greenwich,  p.  14,  15. 

THIS  is  by  the  fame  Architect,  and  was  a  Place 
of  Retirement  for  the  Queen- Mother.  I  have 
made  two  Plates  :  The  Plan  is  near  a  Square,  being 
116  Foot  by  120;  the  Proportion  of  the  Rooms  are 
extream  juft  ;  and  the  great  Hal!  is  admirable,  making 
an  exact  Cube  of  40  Foot.  In  the  Front  is  a  noble 
Ruftick  Bafement,  which  fupports  a  beautiful  and  regu- 
lar Loggio  of  the  hmck  Order,  finiibed  with  a  jult 
Entablature  and  Bal'uftradc  round  the  whole  Building, 
which  was  executed  Anno  16^9. 

The  Great  Gallery  in  Somerfet  Gardens,  p.  16. 

THIS  Noble  Arcade  was  taken  from  a  Defign  of 
Inigo  Jones,  but  conducted  by  another  Hand  : 
Some  object,  that  thi  great  Cornice  is  too  camufe,  and 
that  the  Drefs  of  the  Windows  have  not  Relief  enough, 
which  is  only  chargeable  upon  the  Execution  ;  but  all 
agree,  that  the  Proportions  are  juft,  and  the  Defign  ex- 
cellent. I  have  neglected  the  Plan,  being  of  little  Ule 
on  this  Occafion.    It  was  built  Anno  1662. 

Gunnersbury  Houfe,  near  Brentford,  p.  17,  18. 

'  I  1  H  T  S  Houfe  was  executed  by  Mr.  Webb,  Difciple 
jL  to  Jones,  from  a  Defign  of  his  great  Matter.  I 
have  made  two  Plates  ;  the  firft  is  thePlan  of  the  firft 
and  fécond  Floor  5  the  Apartments  are  noble,  regular, 
and  commodious,  the  Rooms  well-proportioned  ;  the 
fécond  is  the  Front,  which  contains  a  large  plain  Bafe- 
ment, fupporting  a  handfome  Lormthian  Loggio.  Some 
find  the  Inter-Columnation  in  this  Hcxaftyle  too  open, 
and  that  to  leave  out  the  Freeze  and  Architrave  of 
each  fide  the  Pediment,  is  a  Licenfe  not  to  be  intro- 
duced without  great  neceffity.  It  was  built  Anno 
1663. 

A  new  Defign  for  the  Duke  of  Argyle,  p.  19,  20. 

I Have  inferib'd  this  Defign  to  this  illuftrious  Name, 
whofe  great  Actions  have  filled  the  World  with  Sur- 
prize and  Admiration  ;  Ramtllies  and  Tanniers  are  im- 
mortal.   And  as  it's  my  greateit  Honour  to  receive  my 
Blood  from  his  Auguft  Houfe,  I  thought  I  could  no 
where  fo  properly  confecrate  the  fir  It  Èifay  of  my  In- 
vention, as  an  eternal  Monument  of  the  deepelt  Re- 
fpect  and  Gratitude,    I  have  given  two  Plates  :  In  the 
firft  are  two  Plans  in  a  Square  of  .1 12  Foot  ;  the  Apart- 
ments of  State  are  below,  raifed  from  the  Court  by 
6  Steps  which  leads  into  the  great  Hall,  making  a  Cube 
of  50  Foot,  and  has  a  Poggio  within  dividing  the  two 
Stories;  from  the  Hall  you  enter  the  Salon,  attended 
with  two  noble  Apartments  of  State  fronting  the  Gar- 
dens ;  all  the  Rooms  are  either  upon  the  Square,  the 
Diagonal,  or  other  Proportions  univerfally  received  : 
In  the  fécond  Story  is  a  large  Library,  an  Antichamber 
of  each  fide,  with  double  Apartments  ;  over  which  are 
Mezonws,  for  accommodating  the  Family,  illuminated 
by  low  Lanterns  from  the  Leads,  whereby  the  Mayfly 
or  the  Front  is  prêter ved  from  the  ill  Effect  of  crowded 
Apertures.    The  fécond  is  the  Front,  raifed  from  the 
Plinth  which  fupports  the  Rufticks,  adorned  with  a 
Compohte  Order  of  i  Columns,  with  a  regular  Enta- 

biiaCn'e;and  Ballu{lrade;  the  Windows  are  drefs'd  in 
the  Paliadian  manner  :  And  i  have  endeavoured  to  re- 
concile the  Beauty  of  an  Arcade  in  the  ancient  Build- 
ings with  the  Conveniency  of  the  Moderns,  but  muft 
leave  it  to  others  to  judge  of  the  Succefs.    Anno  1 7 1 4. 

TAe  firft  Defign  for  Sir  Richard  Child,  Bur.  />.  2 1,  22. 

THIS  was  intended  for  Wanfled,  the  Seat  of  Sir 
Richard  Child,  in  a  molt  charming  Situation, 
where  are  the  noblelt  Gardens  now  in  the  Kingdom  : 
In  this  I  was  a  little  confined  as  to  the  Drefs  of  the 
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Windows,  which  are  without  Pediments,  and  feveral 
other  Conveniences  being  wanting,  the  following  De- 
fign was  preferred. 

The  fécond  Defign  for  Sir  Richard  Child,  p.  2j, 
to  p.  27.  inclufive. 

nr  H  E  firft  Plate  contains  the  Plan  of  the  principal 
Story,  extended  260  Foot,  raifed  from  the 
Court  by  a  large  Ruftick  Bafement  1 5  Foot  in  Height  : 
The  Situation  requiring  this  Height,  to  afford  the  State- 
Apartments  a  Profpect  to  thefe  excellent  Gardens.  You 
afcend  from  the  Court  by  double  Stairs  of  each  fide 
which  land  in  the  Portico  ;  and  from  thence  into  the 
great  Hall,  51  Foot  long,  and  36  wide,  and  in  Height 
the  fame  :  This  leads  into  the  Salon,  being  an  exact 
Cube  of  30  Foot,  attended  with  two  noble  Apartments 
of  State,  all  fronting  the  Gardens.  To  the  great  Court 
are  excellent  Apartments  for  Sir  Richard  and  my  Lady, 
with  great  Conveniencies  :  And  the  whole  Plan  is 
clofed  with  a  decent  Chappel  in  one  End,  and  a  hand- 
fome Library  in  the  other  :  The  Offices  are  below, 
equal  to  the  Court,  and  Mezonins  above.  The  fécond 
is  the  Front,  adorned  with  a  juft  Hexaftyle,  the  firft 
yet  practifed  in  this  manner  in  the  Kingdom:  The  Or- 
der is  Corinthian,  and  the  Diameter  3  Foot,  with  its  pro- 
per Entablature  and  Balluftrade,  adorned  with  Figures, 
and  a  Cupola.  The  third  is  the  Section,  and  the  fifth 
a  Green- Houfe,  but  defign'd  by  another  Hand. 

A  new  Defign  infcriVd  to  the  Earl  c/Hallifax,  p.  28,29,50. 

AS  this  Noble  Lord  is  the  diftinguifhed  Patron  of 
the  Mufes,  the  great  Mœcenas  of  our  Age,  I 
have  prefumed  to  honour  this  Defign  with  the  Pa- 
tronage of  fo  great  a  Name,  as  a  fmall  Evidence  of 
my  Gratitude,  who  have  been  honoured  very  early 
with  his  Lordfhip's  Countenance,  by  encouraging  my 
Labours.   Of  this  I  have  made  two  Plates  ;  the  firft  is 
the  Plan  of  the  principal  Story,  extending  300  Foot, 
and  1 50  deep,  raifed  from  the  Court  by  6  Steps,  which 
leads  into  a  noble  Hall,  Tribune  and  Salon,  with 
double  Apartments  of  State  to  the  Gardens  :  The  fame 
Apartments  are  repeated  to  the  great  Court  ;  and  the 
whole  Plan  is  clofed  with  a  large  Gallery  in  one  End, 
and  a  Chappel,  Library,  and  great  Stair-Cafe  in  the 
other  :    What  is  of  Diltinction  in  this  Difpofition,  is, 
that  the  Bed-chambers  are  removed  from  interrupting 
the  grand  Vifto,  and  ftill  the  State  is  preferved  in  en- 
tring  them  when  necefTary  ;  which  I  have  not  yet  ob- 
ferved  in  any  former  Defign.    The  fécond  is  the  Front 
where  a  large  Ruftico  fupports  a  Loggio  with  \  Co- 
lumns of  the  Corinthian  Order  :  Here  the  Windows  are 
placed  at  due  Diftance,  and  free  from  that  bad  Effect 
we  fo  frequently  fee  when  they  are  crowded,  which 
deftroys  that  Repofe  and  Appearance  of  Strength,  fo 
necefTary  in  Architecture.    Done  Anno  171 5. 

Burlington  Houfe  in  Pickadilly,  with  the  Duke  of 
KentV  Pavillion,  p.  2,1,  32,  33. 

TH  E  firft  Plate  contains  the  two  Plans  of  the  fol- 
lowing Fronts  :  The  fécond  is  the  Front  of 
Burlington  Houfe  :  The  third  is  the  faid  Pavilion  in 
his  Grace's  Gardens  in  Bedfordfijire.  Defign'd  by  Mr. 
Archer,  Anno  1709. 

Montague  Houfe,  London,  p.  34,  35,  36. 

THIS  great  Houfe  was  built  by  the  late  Duke 
of  Montague,  in  the  French  manner  ;  the  Apart- 
ments are  very  noble,  and  richly  adorned.  Here  Mon- 
fieur la  Fauffe,  Mr.  Rouffeau,  and  Mr.  Baptifi,  have  ex- 
prefs'd  the  Excellence  of  their  Art.  The  Architecture 
was  conducted  by  Monfieur  Pouget,  1678.

TU  I  S  Royal  Hofpital  was  at  firft  intended  by 
King  Charles  II.  for  a  Royal  Palace  ;  but  was 
given  by  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  for  the  Relief 
of  decay'd  and  difabled  Seamen,  who  had  fpent  their 
Blood  and  Strength  in  the  Naval  Service.  It  is  fitua- 
ted  on  the  Bank  of  the  Thames,  4  Miles  below  the 
Bridge  of  London,  and  is  for  Magnificence,  Extent,  and 
Conveniency,  the  firft  Hofpital  in  the  World.  I  have 
given  four  large  Plates  :  The  firft  is  the  general  Plan 
of  this  ftupendous  Structure,  which  contains  the  State- 
Apartments,  with  great  variety  of  Accommodation  : 
The  fécond  is  the  general  Front,  that  commands  a 
charming  Profpect  of  the  River  and  adjacent  Country  : 
The  third  is  a  double  Pavilion  at  large,  which  makes  a 
Part  of  the  preceding  Front  :  And  the  laft  is  the  Re- 
turn of  the  fame  Pavilion,  flanking  the  firft  great 
Court  as  you  afcend  from  the  Water.

at  Ancona  a  fourth  ;  in  that  of  Conftantine  the  Attick 
has  4.  9.  Parts  of  the  Column  ;  that  of  Sever  us  is  pre- 
cifely  one  Third  :  I  (hall  leave  it  to  better  Judges  to 
determine  the  Preference.  But  to  return  to  the  pre-
